The 42nd anniversary dinner 
of the United Negro College 
Fund was a tribute to James L. 
Allen, who headed the Colum- 
bus office for more than 20 
years. 

Over 800 people gathered 
last week at the Hyatt Regency 
Hote! to pay tribute to Allen, 
who is affectionately known as 
“Mr. UNCF.” Allen retired ear- 
lier this year. 

Perhaps the highest tribute 
to Allen was given by William 
G. Sykes, director of the Ohio 
Department of Administrative 
Services. Sykes said Allen has 
been “virtually a one man 


chamber of commerce, going 
nation-wide promoting the 
virtues of this fine city.” 

Sykes also lauded Allen for 
passing up the chance to 
become the national chief fund 
raiser to remain in Columbus 
to build a model program. 

Allen started as a volunteer 
for the UNCF. He opened the 
first office in 1965 and pro- 
ceeded to move from a part- 
time employee to area devel- 
opment director to regional 
supervisor to national vice 
president for training. 

Sykes said Allen will be 
remembered for making Ohio 


one of the first three states to 
exceed the one million dollar 
mark in fund raising.

Political warrior remembered

Walden might have acted in 
self-defense, the state had 
produced enough direct evi- 
dence to sustain a conviction. 

Under the ruling, Walden’'s 
attorneys were supposed to 
present a defense Monday 
(Oct. 27) in the trial, which is

trial began Sept. 22. 

Less than a month after the 
trial began, Walden gave birth 
to.a baby girl, Marie on Friday 
(Oct. 17). The birth interrupted 
the murder trial. 

Judge Gillie recessed the 
trial without ruling on whether 
letters Walden wrote while an 
inmate in the Ohio Reforma- 
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tory for Women, at Marysville 
are admissible as evidence in 
the trial. 


Monday (Oct. 27), Walden’s 
former boyfriend testified that 
he bought a shotgun for her 
because she was afraid of Wil- 
liam Whitfield. 

John Hinderlider, now of 
Stewartstown, Pa., was not 
questioned by defense attor- 
neys about the allegation that 
Walden was a drug user and. 
dealer in 1980. 

Hinderlider said he bought 
Walden the gun because he 
had taken a new job and was 
planning to leave for New York 
on June 9, and stay for three 


weeks. 

He recalled he received a call 
from his roommate June 10, 
telling him of the shooting, and 
that he returned to Columbus 
on June 13. 

Walden has said in her tes- 
timony that she shot Whitfield 
in self-defense after he raped 
her in her apartment. 

Walden is the wife of Dr. 
David Ucker, a lawyer and an 
obstetrician, who was acquit- 
ted in 1979 of the shotgun slay- 
ing of Dr. Walter Bond, Black. 

Walden is being tried for the 
third time in the murder of 
Whitfield in her European Vil- 
lage Apartment on June 10, 
1980.

Columbus attorney Donald 
Conley can sympathize with 
the candidacy of Ohio State 
University law professor Leroy 
Pernell for Common Pleas 
Court. And he is urging Black 
voters to vote the entire ballot 
so that Pernell can become the 
first Black to sit on a Common 
Pleas Court seat in Franklin 
County. 

Conley ran, unsuccessfully, 
for the Franklin County 
Municipal Court in 1985. One 
major issues was the finding of 
a court-watching group that 
showed a disparity between 
the sentences received by 
Black defendants in municipal 
court relative to those received 
by white defendants. 

Has the situation changed? 
“Absolutely not,” Conley said. 
“That's been a constant factor 
for at least ten years, and it's 
not only not improved, but it's 
gotten worse.” 

One of the ways that Blacks 
can help eliminate or reduce 
that disparity is by supporting 
Black judicial candidates; Con- 
ley believes. But working 
against that support is the 
pattern of “voter fall-off,” in 
which voters pull the voting 
lever for the major candidates 
such as governor, but are less 
inclined to vote the entire bal- 
lot, including the judicial races. 


In many judicial races, the 
vote totals are several thou- 
sand below the totals for the 
races at the head of the ticket. 
Thus, it is often possible that 
the action by voters of voting 
the entire ticket could turn the 
losses of some judicial candi- 
dates into victories. 

“We have to educate the 
whole community about it,”

“Blacks have as much at stake, 
if not more at stake, in the judi- 
cial races than any other 
groups, because we are 
exposed to the judicial system, 
especially the criminal justice 
system, more than any other 
group. Yet we are more likely 
not to vote the entire ballot.” 
Conley believes that the 
election of more Black judges 
is “absolutely” necessary. 
“When everybody in the 


room is white, the interests of 
Black folks just don't get 
heard,” Conley argued. 

Although his support for 
Black judges does not mean 
that Black judges will neces- 
sarily be easier on Black 
defendants, Conley says “we 
need Black judges to be partic- 
ipants in the administration of 
the courts, and trying to find 
solutions to the problems the 
court faces.”

It is for this reason that we 
must support, not just with our 
lips but with our pocketbooks, 
the United Negro College Fund. 
Education takes money, and it is 
shameful that some of our 
brightest minds cannot afford 
what it may take to become suc- 
cessful. |

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Fair housing ordinance needed in Cleveland 


As a 13-year-old commun- 
ity organization concerned 
about fair housing in the City 
of Cleveland Heights, and an 
active participant in the 
design and revision of our 


local fair housing ordinances, | 


the Heights Community Con- 
gress feels well qualified to 
comment on the deliberations 
currently underway by the 
City of Cleveland concerning 
two versions of proposed fair 
housing legislation. 

Since Cleveland has been 
given the notorious designa- 
tion as the most segregated 
metropolitan area in the 
nation, and since racial ten- 
sions in Cleveland have 
resulted in ugly harassment 
and even death, a fair housing 
ordinance in Cleveland is long 
overdue. | trust that not one of 
you-disagrees. At issue are 
some of ingredients of the 
proposed legislation. | wish to 
comment first on what 
appears to be the most con- 
troversial proposal, namely, 
an anti-solicitation com- 
ponent. 

In 1972, fourteen years ago, 
the City of Cleveland Heights 
enacted legislation prohibit- 
ing solicitation in person, by 
phone, or by mail for a real 
estate listing or sale by any 
real estate broker, salesper- 
son or any other person, of 
any homeowner who desig- 
nates in writing that they do 
not wish to be so contacted. 
The prohibition does not 
apply to any homeowner who 
has publicly listed and/or 
advertised his or her home for 
sale. That legislation has been 
in effect to this day, with full 
support from the Heights 
Community Congress and 
residents of this city. 

The Cleveland Heights leg- 
islation grew out of an aware- 
ness that many unscrupulous 
real estate agents were using 
solicitation in Cleveland 
Heights as a subtle or not-so- 
subtle form of blockbusting in 
the wake of neighborhood 
East Cleveland's resegrega- 
tion. At that time (1972), 
Cleveland Heights was a pre- 
dominantly white community 
desirous of becoming inte- 
grated in a healthy, gradual, 
stable manner without creat- 
ing white flight and conse- 
quent resegregation. Sand- 
wiched between the very 
predominantly Black east side 
of Cleveland and East Cleve- 
land, and the virtually all- 
white Hillcrest area, Cleve- 
land Heights was vulnerable 
to rapid racial change. 

Cleveland Heights’ Black 
population increased from 
percent in 1970 to 25% in 1980, 
making Cleveland Heights 
one of only a few suburbs to 
approximate the countywide 
racial demographics. Our 
success in attaining gradual 
integration has been benefi- 
cial to both races and has 
avoided resegregation. This 
was due in large part to the 
anti-solicitation legislation, 
augmented in 1976 and 1983 
by additional fair housing leg- 
islation (similar to that pro- 
posed now by both Polensek 
and Johnson for Cleveland).

Arguments opposing the 
solicitation ban focus on the 
claim that it would hurt Black 
realtors and Black homeseek- 
ers. Pointing again to our 
experience in Cleveland 
Heights, our solicitation ban 
has hindered neither Black 
realtors nor Black hmeseek- 
ers. Many residents of Cleve- 
land Heights have not taken 
advantage of the opportunity 
to avoid being solicited by 
signing the requisite card. 
Realtors large and small, 
Black and white, are therefore 
free to solicit those home- 
owners. 

Furthermore, companies 
and agents who provide pro- 
fessional service will always 
get listings and sales through 
referrals. Black realtors con- 
duct a healthy business in 
Cleveland Heights, and surely 
no one can suggest that Black 
buyers have a difficult time 
seeking housing in our city. 
The solicitation ban here has 
helped create a stable, healthy 
housing market for both the 
providers and seekers of 
housing, regardless of race. 

We urge you to acknowl- 
edge not just that fair housing 
legislation is a necessity but 
that it will be only as strong as 
its component parts. Omitting 
a strong anti-solicitation 
segment will weaken the total 
effect of the legislation. 

Other differences in the two 
versions of your proposed leg- 
islation, while not receiving 
the same level of public dis- 
cussion, are nonetheless 
important. The Polensek 
Ordinance contains provi- 
sions for conference and con- 
ciliation as well as the power 
of the Community Relations 
Board to issue cease and 
desist orders. The Johnson 


. version omits both these pro- 


visions. The Cleveland 
Heights ordinance enacted in 
1976 incorporates the confe- 
rence/conciliation compo- 
nent, and the revised ordi- 
nance of 1983 also provides 
for the issuance of cease and 
desist orders. 

Not once since 1976 has our 
city failed to conciliate a com- 
plaint, after conference, to the 
satisfaction of all parties. 
Thus, the expense and trauma 
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been required, though it 
remains an option if concilia- 
tion fails. Conciliation has 
been a very successful provi- 
sion for reconciling differen- 
ces and requiring affirmative 
remedies where there was 
probable cause. To my 
knowledge, it has never been 
necessary to issue cease and 
desist orders.in Cleveland 
Heights in regard to a fair 
housing violation, but we feel 
the existence of the provision 
serves as both a strong deter- 
rent and a clear remedial 
option. 

Incorporation of both the 
cease and desist orders and 
the conference/conciliation 
provision in your legislation 
would make your ordinance 
substantially equivalent to 
Title Vill of the 1968 Civil 


Rights Act. Cities whose ordi- ° 
» nances are substantially equi- 


valent to Title VIII are eligible 
to receive federal funds 
through the Fair Housing 
Initiatives Program. The City 
of Cleveland could. well 
benefit from such financial 
incentive to carry out badly 
needed fair housing pro- 
grams. ' 
Cleveland will thrive and 
grow as a Stable, healthy, truly 
integrated community with 
racial equity only if its leaders 
take immediate action to 
enact strong fair housing leg- 
islation outlawing not only 
blockbusting but also solicita- 
tion, because the two are inte- 
grally related, and providing 
strong enforcement measures 
including conference, conci- 
liation, public hearings and 
the power to issue cease and 
desist orders. Only by so 
doing will the legislation have 
sufficient teeth to begin to 
eradicate both harmful realtor 
discrimination and resultant

‘What color is justice? 

To State Rep. William Mallory, 
justice comes in all colors. But to 
the voters of Hamilton County, 
and to the voters of many of the 
State's counties, justice comes in 
one color and in one party. 

That is why Mallory has filed 
suit in federal court, asking the 
courts to determine that the sys- 
tem electing judges in Hamilton 
County is violative of the rights of 
the Black citizens of that county, 
and attempting to have a munici- 
pal court system created for the 
City of Cincinnati. 

The dispute in this case mixes 
a common statewide practice 
with the local peculiarities of 
politics in the Cincinnati area, but 
points to what is a statewide, and 
natural, problem: the election of 
Black Judges, particularly Black 
judges who happen to be 
Democrats. 

In Ohio, the municipal courts 
handle misdemeanors and other 
minor cases, while the felonies 
and major civil cases are handled 
in the courts of Common Pleas.

We need more Black

It's not enough to have a Black

need Blacks helping to frame the 
U.S. globa! policies our ambassa- 
dors carry out. The exclusion of 
Blacks from senior policy-making 
leve!s at.the State Department and 
the White House may result in pol- 
icies that are often seen as insensi- 
tive to the world's non-white 
nations. 
The process that led to Ambas- 
sador Perkins’ appointment was 
embarrassing. The Administra- 
tion's refusal to implement an 
étféctive South Africa policy, 
indfuding sanctions, led it, for pub- 
lic relations reasons, to want a 
Black to represent us.in Pretoria. 
But, the long search for candi- 
date just focused attention on the 
historic exclusion of Blacks from 
the diplomatic service. & 
Although the State Department. 


has had affirmative action pro- ~ 


grams of varying degrees since the 
mid-1970s, the results are not seen 
where they count -- at the top. 
There are only about a dozen 
Blacks amongjhe 650 senior posts 
in the State Department, and only 
about 250 Blacks out of the 4,000 
foreign service officers. 

On the ambassadorial level, we 
have just six assigned Black 
ambassadors -- all men. That’s

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Book review: A tribute to Nelson Rolihlahla Mandela 


A review of Nelson Mandela: 
The Struggle Is My Life, a compila- 
tion of the speeches and writings 
of Nelson Mandela brought to- 
gether with historical documents 
and accounts of his imprisonment 
by fellow prisoners (New York: 
Pathfinder Press, 1986)--Paper- 
back--$6.95. 

The title of this book is drawn 
from the immortal words, which 
Nelson Mandela wrote in a ‘letter 
from underground on June 26, 
1961. “The struggle is my life,” he 
wrote. “I will continue fig>ting for 
freedom until the end of my days.” 
The present book is revised and 
up-dated version. of the edition 
which was released by the Interna- 
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Administration. 

While affirmative action pro- 
grams have increased Black par-

The 
perception of blocked career 
ladders is demoralizing, and the 
fantic search for an acceptable 
person to send to South Africa can 
only have added to the de- 
moralization. 

The negative experiences of 
Blacks in this Administration's 
conduct of its foreign policy dis- 
courages talented candidates 
from seeking careers in the foreign 
service. That could mean that we'll 
face the same situation of Black 
underrepresentation in senior 
State Department ranks twenty 
years out -- when today’s entrants 
to the system will be assuming 
posts of considerable importance. 

That hurts Black Americans, 
because it reduces our already 
limited participation in U.S. policy, 
and all Americans, because the 
image of America depends on 
using its great strength of diversity 
to the fullest. 

Corrective action needs to be 
taken immediately. The Secretary 
of Siate should make affirmative 
action programs a top departmen- 
tal priority and become personally 
involved in them. That’s how cor- 
porations with successful affirma- 
tive action programs work -- by 
their CEO's personal involvement 
and commitment.

Nelson Mandela is a member of 
the Tembu ruling family in. the 
Transkei. In his third year.of study

As Secretary General, Mandela 
called for the league to become 
the “‘brains-trust and power- 
station of the spirit of African 
nationalism, the spirit of African 
self-determination; the spirit that 
is so discernible in the thinking of 
(African) Youth.”

I'm sure Mr. Perkins is an honor- 
able man and a man who has 
proven, by his record, that he 
would make*a good ambassador. 
The question is, why is this nation 
sending any ambassador -- Black 
or white -- to South Africa and, 
thus, legitimizing that racist 
regime? 

It is not only that the South Afri- 
can government denies the most 
basic of rights to the majority pop- 
ulation there. It is not only that the 
70 percent African population 
can't vote, can’t live, and can't 
work where they choose. It is not 
even that this 70 percent of the 
people are confiined by law to 14 
percent of the poorest, most 
barren land in the country. 

It is, rather, that the South Afri- 
can government is waging a 
vicious and violent war against the 
Black majority. And that war is 
directed not just against the anti-

their respective parties.

There is the young Black boy who 
was beated so badly while in pri- 
son that we can still see the terrible 
slashes on his head. The white 
doctor, who is shown treating him 
after his release, tells us that the 
child's cuts were stitched up in the 
prison without the use of anesthe- 
sia as an added “form of torture.” 


~The scars on the back of one 
tortured 14-year-old are so perva- 
sive they look like latticework. 
Another youth was beaten so 
relentlessly he can barely speak. 
And the killing by police of 9 and 
10-year-olds has now become 
commonplace. 


Wholesale torture and the killing 
of little children are not civil rights 
issues and we must stop behaving 
as if they were. They are the tools 
of a brutally repressive Nazi-like 
government which the Reagan 
Administration simply validates by 
sending any ambassador to South 
Africa.

Eastern Union Bible college 
founder’s day program slated

The Eastern Union Bible Col- 
lege began its sixth year of 
operation in September, but 
the students and faculty are 
quite excited about the Sth 
Annual Founder's Days to be 
observed on Friday and Satur- 
day, November 7 and 8. It is 
because the school has been 
operating successfully longer 
than any prevous attempt by a 
Bible school.

The first Bible school move- 
ment began in Nyack (NY) in 
1882. By 1982 there were 400

lege (EUBC) articles of incor- 
poration approved November 
14, 1980 by the state of Ohio 
shows that one of the purposes 
of the newly formed school 
was to “instill in the student a 
thorough knowledge of the 
Bible and its application as the 
standard of truth; to provide 
opportunity for the develop- 
ment of Christian character; to 
implant in the hearts and lives 
of students the principle of ‘liv- 
ing by faith’ in all fields of learn- 
ing and life.” 

EUBC is following its pur- 
pose and this can be attested to 


by the numbers of students 
that weekly search for the 
knowledge of the Word of God. 


The school tuition is low in 
cost, the hours are flexible and 
the faculty is heavy at the 
academia level. EUBC de- 
pends on student tuition and 
the annual fundraising through 
its Founder’s Days sacrificial 

* offerings. A
